Provides asset management capabilities 
- Life cycle management
- Inventory management- interfaces with latest technology scanners
- Redistribution/Asset visibility 
- Maintenance
- Authorized allowances

Provides property financial reporting information 
- Calculates depreciation based on asset type
- Can be used as stand alone system or interfaced w/accounting systems
